IN ALL EUROPE 


Once at Parley, the U. S. 
Will Face Peril.

Before referring to the cross cur 
rents of European politics which would 
gssai] our representative at Genoa, ‘we 
must emphasize the main current upon 
ghich all statesmen, diplomats, econ- 

gmists, business men, and speculators 
are borne as on a flood. This is an 
abiding fear of Germany. 

We who felt only the closing chap- 
ters of the war and never bent or 
proke before the German onslaught 
fnd it difficult to appreciate the depth 
of sentiment that engulfs France and 

over the new nations of Eu- 

-pope and England as well. 
Without reviewing the years of war, 
ft is mecessary for understanding to 
point out that the German submarine 
campaign was entirely successful 
nst England. Until the reinforce- 
ment of the American navy, the Amer- 
jean mine barrier across the North 
ga, and the German and Dutch ships 
gized in American ports, Germany 
triumphed on, or rather under, the 


water. 
Sought to Dismember Foe. 


It should also be remembered that 
in the first half of 1918 Germany 
scored two crushing victories over the 
British and the French armies. In 
Picardy as wel] as in Champagne fre- 
inforcements of American troops were 
Yound necessary to stem the tide of 


defeat. 

In the fall of the year the arrival of 
American millions gave the allies an 
enormous preponderance in numbers, 
after which followed the series of rear 

actions of the German army 
jeading to the armistice and the Ger- 
man revolution. Germany had proved 
stronger in arms than England and 
France on sea and on land. 

In his efforts to assure to France se- 
curity and dominance on the conti- 
nent, Clemenceau, at Versailles, 
achieved the dismemberment of the 
Austrian empire, thus destroying one 
enemy. He wished to dissolve Ger- 
many into its original units, but to this 
England, adhering to her principle of 
the balance of power, would not con- 


sent. 
' Want American Guarantee. 

Germany, deprived of colonies, of 
war and merchant fleets, of certain 
contiguous territory formerly embraced 
in the empire, and loaded down with a 
substantial indemnity, remains intact 
with a population about twice that of 
France. Fear of a revived Germany in 
arms is the dominant sensation of 
every Frenchman, and such a fear is 
far from absent from the English 
council tables. 

In France the chief desire from 
America is a guaranty against German 
attack, It was for this that she yield- 
ed acquiescence, however unwillingly 
and tactlessly, to the compact of Wash- 
ington. This would be her chief re- 
quest of any American representative 
at Genoa. The cancellation of war 
debts would be hinted at. America’s 
‘aid in collecting. German reparations 
would be suggested, but these and prac- 
tically all other French desires would 


be enthusiastically scrapped for a mili- 


tary guaranty. 
, How the Germans Feel. 

Across the Meuse and the Rhine we 
find another point of view. The Ger- 
Man republic feels that it shduld not 
be held for the sins of a monarchy it 
has overthrown. It believes that it 
should be supported before the Ger- 
Man nation as a barrier against eitigr 
areturn of monarchism or the arrival 
sfbolshevism. It has troubles enough 
in maintaining itself.at home without 
the odious necessity of raising repara- 
tion money and of maintaining alien 
armies on the Rhine. 

Germany's request to our delegate at 
Genoa would be that ‘we should cause 
the French and Belgians to evacuate 
the territory held under the Versailles 
,featy and to waive their claims for 
reparation. 

No idea for harmonizing these diver- 
gencies has occurred to any one. With- 
out our “moral leadership” at 
Genoa would not fare much better than 
‘the same article did at Versailles.

A nation of 40,000,000, not increas- 
ing, sharing a common indefensible 
frontier with a nation of 80,000,000 of 
prolific people, which only recently 
forged the greatest military machine 
in history, is confronted by no simple 
problem. 


Seeks Support of Slavs. 


France’s attempted solution has been 
to cultivate the friendship and alliance 
of those so-called Slav states, con- 
structed and reconstructeq at Ver- 
sailles—Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Rou- 
mania, Jugo-Slavia. These and the 
colonies are counted upon to furnish 
bayonets to offset those carried by 
Pomeranian grenadiefs, while French- 
men trained at Saint-Cyr, Fontaine- 
bleau,.and the Polytechnique will fur- 
nish direction for the allied arms in 
competition with the schools of Pots- 
dam, even as they did in the late war. 

But such an arrangement. itself is a 
breeder of trouble. To assure herself 
of assistance from the new countries 
in her great need, France must be the 
loyal and firm ally of these countries 
in their needs and desires and de- 
mands. These countries in turn are in 
dispute with other countries; as Poland 
with Lithuania, Roumania with Russia, 
Jugo-Slavia and Austria with Italy. 
Little fires are constantly breaking out, 
as at Vilna and Fiume, not forgetting 
that a great conflagratidn was almost 
started by the Polish-Russian war of 
1919. 
What Lioyd George Seeks. 

It is to these latter snarls that Lloyd 
George is addressing himself in Genoa 
this week. He is greatly strengthened 
by the treaty of Washington, which has 
taken his dubious allied Japan off his 
back and which in the Root resolutions 
is believed by Europeans to guarantee 
England the military support of Amer- 
ica in the event of submarines being 
used against British commerce. 

That he feels the need for America’s 
backing is evidenced not only by his 
own appeal at Genoa but by the lit- 
erary efforts of those splendid patriotic 
British writers whose efforts have been 
filling so many columns of newspaper 
space, and the visits of such ‘notables 
as Cols. Patterson and Reppington and 
of Lady and Lord Astor, erstwhile of 
Virginia and the Bronx. 

That we Main Streeters are bending 
to their able arguments is apparent. It 
seems such a noble and harmless ges- 
ture to embark our national kindness 
and egotism in a ship to Genoa with

seized.

the meeting of the Dail Eireann to-/° 


morrow. 

A diversion from the internecine 
' strife was furnished this morning by 
» ‘Members of the royal Irish constabu- 

lary who are billeted at Gormanston 
awaiting demobilization. A number 
went to Drogheda in four armored cars 
and lorries, where they proceeded to 
shoot up the town. They fired scores 
of bullets, which pierced windows and 
scarred the walls in ,stho principal 
streets and set fire to a three story 
building used by the republicans as a 
political headquarters. Then they at- 
tacked the Castle barracks, occupied 
‘by the irregulars. The raid was a 
reprisal for the murder of a constable 
last Sunday. 

Rebels Seize Cathedral. 

The irregulars, who evacuated Kil- 

kenny prison last Sunday under the 
threat of an attack by Commandant 
Prout, who saw service in the world 
war as an Officer in the American 
army, returned Jast night with rein- 
forcements, occupying numerous build- 
ings, including Ormond castle, the 
Tower, St. Canice’s cathedral, and the 
_ Imperial hotel. 

Commandant Prout ordered the irreg- 
ulars to leave today, and when they 
refused he began an attack in which 
much ammunition was expended. He 
retook all positions except the Imperial 
hotel. e captured more than 100 
men. 

Kinnegad Irregulars Surrender. 

Irregulars holding the police bar- 
racks at Kinnegad surrendered to 
loyal troops without a shot being fired.

NOT AFFECT 
EASTERN TREATY 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—[Spe- 


cial.]—The agreements entered into at 


the Washington conference with re- 
spect to China will be carried out to 
the letter, regardless of the outcome 
of the civil war between the forces of 
Gens. Wu Pei Fu and Chang Tso-Lin. 

This is the view of the Harding ad- 
ministration, of members of the Ameri- 
can delegation to the conference, and 
of the Chinese legation here, as ex- 
pressed today by officials in closest 
touch with events in the far east. This 
conviction is based primarily upon the 
fact that the treaties and resolutions 
affecting China adopted at the con- 
ference confer a maximum of benefit 


|upon the Chinese people with a min 


mum of sacrifices. 


Few authorities in Washington be- 


HMeve there is likely to be a break in 
the continuity of government at 
Peking. Even should Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen, president of the South China re- 
public, become head of a united China, 
with the capital at Peking, officials 
think it likely that at least the forms 
of a constitutional election would be 
gone through and no new formalities 
of action by foreign powers be neces- 
sary. The agreements of the former 
Chinese government would be binding 
upon the new régime unless they were 
specifically repudiated. 

Of all the Washington engagements, 
the Shantung settlement has aroused 
most opposition in China. This 1n- 
tagonism, it is asserted, has been care- 
fully nurtured by Sun Yat Sen, but it 
is believed he was prompted by purely 
political motives and that he really 
believes that the Chinese delegation 
drove an exceedingly good bargain.

It is by rapid transportation that a large city 
Sets the proper distribution of its population. Bad 
distribution means congestion, which, when it in- 
volves homes, is injurious. Surface car lines are 
sufficient only for small cities or towns. They will 


not distribute the population of a metropolitan 


area. The elevated does better, but it is not suffi- 
cient. Its best speed is not enough. 

A study of subways as distributors has been made 
by Dr. Walter Laidlaw of the New York City 
census committee. In ten years London’s under- 
ground took 355,000 people out of areas in which 
the population was over 100 to the acre and distrib- 
uted them in homes elsewhere. London’s center is 
decreasing in population and it is increasing in pop- 
wlation on its rim: 

New York is just beginning to get the benefit of 
wider distribution by its subway extensions. In 
1915 71 per cent of the city’s population was housed 
in districts with over 100 to the acre. New sub-

A WAR LESSON ON SHIP. 
SUBSIDY. 


A clear and concise argument in favor of the 
pending ship subsidy bill appears in the current in- 
stallment of the letters of Walter H. Page, pub- 
lished in World’s Work. The fact that the 
argument was made by the American ambassador 
to England under a Democratic administration at 
what appeared to be the most critical point of the 
world war should give it weight among those who 
oppose the bill as a partisan measure of the pres- 
ent administration. 

Mr. Page wrote from a position of daily contact 
with the problems of war, and with a great deal 
of first hand knowledge of the great difficulties and 
achievements of the greatest naval organization 
and responsibility in history. In a Christmas letter 
to his three séns; written in 1915, he said: 

“We have waked up to the fact that we must 
have a big navy. Well, a navy is of no far-fighting 
value unless we have auxiliary ships and lots 
of ‘em. Admiral Jellicoe has 3,000 ships under his 
command; and he couldn’t keep his fleet on the 
job if he didn’t have them. Most of them are 
commandeered merchant, passenger, and fishing 
ships. Now we haven't merchant, passenger, and 
fishing ships to commandeer. We've got to build 
and buy auxiliary ships to our navy. This, to my 
mind, makes the new ship purchase bill, or some- 
thing like it, necessary. Else our navy, when it 
comes to the scratch, will be of no fighting value, 
however big it be. It’s the price we've got to pay 
for not having built up our merchant marine.” 

That argument is as true today as it was at the 
critical moment of the world war when the British 
fleet was accomplishing the greatest task ever 
assigned to any navy. Since the naval limitation 
agreement, its application to the United States is 
more direct than ever. Britain and Japan have 
those necessary naval auxiliaries. With their 
potential support both the British and Japanese 
navies are greatly superior to the paper strength 
decreed by the limitation agreement. If the United

We do not have to build or buy them, as Mr. 
Page suggested. We have them, But we must 
maintain them. That cannot be done against sub- 
sidized foreign competition unless we also subsi- 
sidize our merchant fleet. In self defense we should 
pass the subsidy bill. :

PLAYGROUND. 


: To those in the Chicago district whose interest 
in forests and forest conservation, with all the 
attendant advantages, was somewhat stirred last 
week by the eight state discussion of forestry un- 
der the auspices of the Union League club, the 
labors of the Wisconsin Lakes and Parks associa- 
tion offer an immediate and practi¢a) opportunity 


_of displaying such interest. 


The Wisconsin association plans something 
which requires no federal action, no involved leg- 
islation, no complex and highly specialized ma- 
chinery of scientific forestry. All it needs is the 


interest and support of some of the thousands of | 


persons in this vicinity who appreciate the beauty 
of a forest, who realize the life giving advantages 
of a vacation spent in the open woods, and who 
wish to preserve such advantages’ for their chil- 
dren. The association’s plan is simple. It is 
merely to buy a tract of 8,864 acres of virgin for- 
est, containing twelve beautiful lakes, in the north 
central part of Wisconsin, and to turn the tract 
over to the state as a magnificent natural park. 

It needs $300,000 to make the purchase and com- 
plete cartain improvements. Half that sum has 
been raised. The other half is sought by popular

First, to stimulate interest in health, 
to furnish enthusiasm and spirit to es- 
tablish ideals and standards; second, to 
teach some people how to keep well, how 
to keep their children well, how to feed 
their babies, and how to do as they 
would be done by in matters of con- 


cleaning up work done. 

Health week grew out of cleanup week, 

and that, in turn, grew out of the age 

old urge to clean up in the spring time. 

Instinctively, insects, birds, and ani- 


| mals cleaned up their bodies and such 


homes as they had when the sap began 
to run. Maybe that’s where man got the 
instinct—but, wherever it came, he has it. 
In a health promotion week commonly 
one day at least is given to cleaning up. 
Householders are expected on that day 
to put their premises in order. This 
includes the lot as well as the house. 
Since this is the strategic time in a 
war on flies, a part of this day's energy 
is devoted toward cleaning out manure 


boxes and patching them up and put- 
ting stables in sanitary condition. 

The help of the farm and store people, 
the painting trade and the painters is 
always available for a week that has 
a cleanup and a paintup day. 

Every group of people planning a health 
week should follow up the public procla- 
mation with some meetings to which the 
preachers, the women‘s clubs, the men’s 
clubs, including the Chamber of Com-

The teachers, the police, fire, and pub- 
lic works departments should join the 
health department in calling this meet- 
ing.

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PITTSBURGH PLUS AND THE 
TWELVE HOUR DAY. 
Kenosha, Wis., April 24.—I believe it is 
the intent of the editorial department of 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE to be conscien- 
tious and entirely fair in all of its edi- 
torial comment. It is because of that 
belief I venture to ask if, in your edi- 
torial this morning entitled, “ Stronger 
than Steel,” you are not something less 
than fair in selecting. alone out of the 
entire steel trade the United States Steel 
corporation and its head, Judge Gary, 
as the object of attack, rather than con- 
fining the article to the principle of the 
so-called “ Pittsburgh Plus” basis of sale 
for steel products and the twelve hour 
day still effective among a relatively 
small number of men in the steel indus- 
try who happen to be peculiarly em- 

ployed. 

“ Pittsburgh Plus,” it should be un- 
derstood, is not a basis of computing 
the selling price followed by any one sin- 
gle steel producing interest alone but, 
on the contrary is a term for a trade 
practice. Again: The United States 
Steel corporation's locai subsidiaries are 
not the only producers of finished steel 
in the Chicago district, as you must 
know. The wisdom today of continuing 
the old practice of selling steel f. o. b. 
Pittsburgh, plus freight to destination, 
regardless of the point of manufacture, 
is concededly debatable, there being, as 
a matter of fact, much that is properly 
urgable both for and against, but to se- 


pany and ignore all other producers can- 
not result otherwise than in leaving a 
bad impression with the reader who is 
familiar in some degree with the actual 
facts and perhaps prejudicing irrepara- 
bly that by far greater number of your 
readers who are not. In this connec- 
tion I may say that many well informed 
men in the steel trade seriously question 
if the United States Steel corporation is 
even interested in preserving the “ Pitts- 
burgh Plus” plan of computing selling 


prices. 

In the problem of the twelve hour day, 
which Judge Gary touched upon in his 
address to his shareholders, and whose 
remarks in part only you cover in your 
editorial, may I ask if you have made 
serious effort to actually ascertain how 
very strenuously the men themselves ob-

Economical Chop Suey. 


It has been a long time since any- 
body, could live as economically at 
table as now. Suppose you are not 
too proud to buy the neck bone of a 
pig and other inexpensive pieces for 
flavors, that you will gather your own 
greens, and are accomplished enough 
to make your own breads and cakes. 


|| Eggs are inexpensive, beans cost little, 


rice is to be had at a small price, corn- 
meal is phenomenally low priced, and 
so are many other eatables. 

But the neck bone of a pig is the 
theme here. Break up this bone and 
put it in cold water to cover, bring 
slowly to a boil, skim, add two stems 
of celery cut fine, and two onions 
sliced, an@ other seasonings if you 
choose.

You 
may add the vegetables at the end of 
the first half hour if you like that way 
best. Take up the meat and let the

New Rules for Aerials. 
Another step in the universal recog- 


nition of citizen radio came yesterday | 


with the promulgation by insurance 
of new 
rules for installation of radio devices 
in the home. The national electric code 
heretofore has required'an expensive 
and intricate installation. These rules 
have generally been enforced by insur- 
ance inspectors, 

The home aerial has been considered 
a distinct menace in that it was said 
to attract lightning. But experience 
of the insurance companies indicates 
the aerial hasn't proved the hazard 
which was anticipated. 

So far from being. a menace, the 
home aerial, properly installed, is now 
considered more of a protection. The 
National Fire Protection association, 
therefore, have adopted temporarily a 
new set of rules which call for only 
ordinary insulation and lightning ar- 
rester protection in the installation, 

These new rules, briefly, state that 
antenna shall not cross over or under 
any eléctric light wires in such a man- 
ner that they may, accidentally or 


otherwise, ever. come in contact with

[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
LONDON.—True to her reputation 
for grabbing all the land in sight, 
England is now planning to add 300 
square miles of the richest agricul- 
tural land in Europe to her posses- 


sions, and not a single other nation 
will raise its voice to ‘protest. 

The land is now under the sea in 
the Wash, that big indentation about 
half way up England's east coast, and 
the government with the aid of some 
Dutch experts in dyke building, is in- 
vestigating the possibility of reclaim- 
ing it from the sea. 

The government must soon do some- 
thing with this area for the channels 
are silting up, and the port of King’s 
Lynn is becoming isolate. Drainage, 

reclamation, and the establishment of 
@ permanent channel, would solve sev- 
eral problems and provide badly needed 
work for the unemployed.

Rules on Lead-in Wires. 


Lead-in wires can be either of cop- 
per, copper-clad steel, or other non- 
corroding metal, must not be less than 
No. 14 B. & 8. gauge in size, must not 
come nearer than four inches to any 
electric light or power wires, and must 
enter the building through a “non- 
bushing.” 

The lead-in wires must be protected 
with an approved lightning arrester, 
such as is now sold for a dollar or two 
at any radio store. 

Wires inside buildings must not 
come within two inches of any elec- 
tric light wire unless thoroughly insu- 
lated by a porcelain or other like insu- 
lating conductor in addition to the 
usual] rubber covering on the wires.
